THE OUBAH OONSTITUTIOIf. 


Probable Procedure to Be Adapted 


by Conjfress In tlie Mutter, 


'Washington, Jan. 19.—The reports from 


Havana that the Cuban, constitution rcay 
be completed in time to be considered at 
this session of congress have led to discus- 
sion in cor\grc-ssional circles as to the 
procedure likely to be adopted ou a docu- 
ment of this character. 
It is expected 


that ttie constitution will be forwarded to 
lie president and by him submitted to 
roiigress, probably 
with 
recommenda- 


tions. 


In the house the understanding prevails 


that any action on the subject would be 
framed l>y the insular committee. 
But it 


is not clear what action, if any, is called 
for relative to the constitution of what is 
held to b*» foreign territory except as it 
contains provisions regarding- the United 
States. Chairman Cooper of the insular 
committee says it would not be for con- 
gress to pass upon or ratify tho constitu- 
tion, a« it is for the Cubans to do this for 
themselves. He thinks it probable, how- 
ever, that a declaratory resolution cculil be 
framed expressing the views of congress 
as to the sufBcieney of the constitution in 
insuring a stable and pacific government 
for Cnha and perhaps laying down the 
general plan of turning over the island 
affairs to the Cubans as soon as their 
constitutional system is put into practice. 
In this, however, the purpose would not 
be so much to pass on the constitution as 
to see that the United States pledges of a 
pacific government were carried Out. 


In ea^e the constitution provides lor an 


American protectorate or givt\« other pro- 
visions i elating to the United State-;, spe- 
cial action nMght be requirt d beyond the 
mere i ^solution approving the system 
proposed. 


Cnainnan Kcox of tho committee on 


territories expresses tho belief that there 
is not tho slightest chance of, advancing 
the 'constitution so that it can be consid- 
ered at this session of congrt-s.s. and he 
expects a Fabian policy by which the 
Cubans will slowly perfect their system, 
nnd the United States will gradually de- 
termine upon the ultimate relations which 
are to exist bttwccn this country and 
Cuba.

I In rt-|*!y to CJeneral l>ick the witness said 
jfae canse to the academy on June 10. 
1897. He never held any office in the 
class organizations and was never a 
member of the "scrapping committee." 


Cadet Burnet is the man who wrote to 


Rev. Dr. Allison of Bristol, Pa., concern- 
ins statements the minister made ia the 
5ernjon he preached at the funeral of Ca- 
iet Booz. At the request of the chair- 
man Burnet read the letter aloud. It was 
published some time prior to the inquiry 
made by rhe military court. 


When the witness had concluded the 


reading of Dr, Allison's reply to this let- 
ter. General Dick handed several letters 
written by Booz to the members of his 
family during the time he was at the 
West Point academy to Burnet and re- 
quested him to read them also. The wit- 
ness did so. In these letters Booz said 
that the other cadets were tyrants, brutes 
and bullies and said they were doing their 
best to kill him. He told of his fight to 
a letter written the day after it occurred 
and snid that he had to give up after be- 
ing winded. 
He also said that on the 


lay he wrote the letter some of the ca- 
3ets toki him his younger brother had 
been to the camp, but could not see him. 
He asked permission to resign, saying 
there was no honor in his staying at 
West Point any longer and that the Mili- 
tary academy was no place for parents to 
send a boj7. 


The Letter i» Dr. Allison. 


The witness was then taken to task for 


statements in his letter to Dr. Allison. 
Burnett said Dr. Allison had scored the 
cadets without his being in possession of 
the full facts of Booz's life at the acad- 
emy. 
The witness stated that Booz had 


told official and private falsehoods. 


"Let 
ns hear of the official 
false- 


hoods?" asKed the general. 


"Booz filed an incorrect statement in 


answer to a report charging him with 
unobservinsj tlie rules at a. change of 
sentry posts." said rhe witness. 


"What authority have vou for saying 


soT' 


"The statemrnts of Cadets Caples nnd 


Pegram." 


"Do you consider their statements suffi- 


cient '!" 


''Yes, sir. they are two honorable men 


whose words I cannot doubt." 


•'Had you entertained any prejudice 


against Booz?" 


*'Xo. 
sir."' 


''Let us hear something else which you 


consider was discreditable on Booz's 
part." 


"His actions in his fight with Keller." 
"Did you see the fight?'1 
"Xo, sir, but I talked with several who 


were there. They said that he laid down." 


Sliou!<l Have Fouglit On. 


'Then you think he should hare staid 


in that fight until he would be knocked 
senseless?" 


"Yes, sit," 
"Anything else?" 
"Yes"' said the witness. 
"He was 


reading a novel inside of tho cover of his 
Bible." 


'But Prentice, who accused him of do- 


ing so, ha51 appeared before this commit- 
tee and told us that be was mistaken.*' 


"I did not know that. It was on his 


word I made the statement,'* replied the 
witness, who was evidently surprised 
when the chairman sprung this bit of evi- 
dence.

General Dick ttien turned to the inci-

It Is Exciting Sport to land the Terrible* 


Monsters. 


Although it is possible that it would not 


find favor with the devotees of Izaak Wal- 
ton's gentle art, shark fishing has much to 
recommend it to lovers of sport, according 
to the London Mail. Those who have in- 
dulged In it in Australia or elsewhere de- 
;lare it to bo & most exciting pastime and 
by no means an unprofitable one, seeing 
that a reward is paid by the government 
for every shark killed. 


Ordinary rowing boats are the craft em- 


ployed by the angler or rather hunter, and 
Ihe line used is o strong cord about half 
Iho thickness of a man's little finger. The 
Mid to which the hook is attached consists 
<st a chain or piece of stout wire, to pro- 
vent the shark from biting through the 
line and BO escaping. The bait most ao- 
i'cpt«ble to the palates of these cannibalistic 
lieasts is the liver of ono of their own 
kind. In addition, when possible, a small 
shark should be captured and the oil 
squeezed from its liver ondjjllowed to fal) 
upon tho water. This naturally spreads 
over a considerable area and attracts the 
sharks to the spot As soon as the baifc is 
taken the sportsmen begin to haul in the 
line. This is an easier matter than would 
be expected, for tho shark makes little or 
no resistance) until quite close to tho boat. 


'f hen co««ss a sudden plunge, and tho 


brute flics through tho water at a great 
pace. Tho only course is to allow the Jong 
lino to bo run out until tho fish Is tired, 
when It Is ngain pulled in. 
This process 


is repeated until the creature is completely 
exhausted and can be dispatched. Tho 
coup do graco is generally administered 
by means of n rifle bullet. The shark, 
however, must be dragged well to the sur- 
face before the gun is discharged, for it Is 
useless to fire through inoro than two 
inches of water. 


The best way of tiring a shark is to fas- 


ten on empty oil drum to tbo free end of 
tho line. This is thrown overboard as 
BOOH as the shark makes his first rush. 
Tho oil drum, of course, floats on the sur- 
face and is followed by the boat until tho 
shark has been completely tired out. Tho 
lino is then taken on board and tho ex- 
hausted animal pulloil in and killed in tbo 
way described above. 


It will thus be scon that shark fishing 


is by no means wanting in excitement, 
and those who Indulge in It have tho ad- 
ditional satisfaction of knowing that they 
aro doing a public service In assisting In 
exterminating these pests. Shark acci- 
dents to bothers are mercifully few, but 
when they do occur thoy are generally of 
so ghastly a nature os to justify any 
mentis taken to make war upon those ter- 
rible monsters of tbo deep.

The opposing forces -were vnf.kin 00 feec 


of each other, and Lord Charles Hay, ad- 
vancing in front of his regiment (the Eng- 
lish .guards), pulled off his hat to the 
Freirch officers, who politely returned tha 
salute. "Tell your men to fire!" cried Hay. 
'No," replied the Count of Auteroche, 
'we never flro first." This famous inci- 
dent is so well established by the testimony 
of those who were present that it cannot 
aa questioned, but it has been much mis- 
construed. It was not a display of excessive 
courtesy, most unseemly when the fate of 
a buttle and the lives of soldiers were at 
stake. It was a rulo of tactics, not a bit 
of rhodomontado, to which Auteroche gave 
utterance. 


In a book called "Mes Eeveries," writ- 


ten by Maurice de Saxe, and in which ho 
stated the principles of military tactics, we 
Snd this rule laid down with emphasis. 
When two battalions approach, the ona 
that fires first is beaten. "You ore beaten," 
he says, "if you fire against on enemy ap- 
proaching with rapidity. Your troop flat- 
ters itself that its fire will annihilate the 
enemy, aud when it sees bow little effect its 
has produced it will surely run; the com- 
i.iany which has fired is out of countenance 
when it scos approaching through the 
snicko those who reserved their fire," In 
those days of poor guns the number who 
fell at a discharge was often very small. 
"I have seen wholo discharges which did 
not kill four men," ho says, "and 1 have 
never soon enough harm done to arrest an 
advance." Firing made more noise than 
!t did harm, ho continues. It was at tho 
bayonet charge that men >-oro killed, and 
ho who did tho killing won tbo battle.—

restaurant, the amount of the bill is, in 
his honor, shrieked from court To court 
as far as the street door. A dinner such 
as described for a dozen people would 
cost about 30 shillings, would-last three 
hours or so and would include, great j 
and small, more than 50 dishes.—Black- 
wood's Magazine.

Sometimes an invalid will 
j(» to a doctor and ask for how mue! -ic 
will euro him aiid how soon the cure can 
be performed. IIu states tho diagnosis of 
his case, the pulse is examined and every 
other symptom investigated, when a bar- 
gain is struck and a portion of the price 
paid. The patient then receives tho suit- 
oblo medicines in quantity and variety bet- 
ter fitted for a horso than a man, for tb& 
doctor reasons that out of a great number 
it is more likely that some will prove efri- 
cucious, and tho more ho gets paid for rho 
more he ought to administer. A decoc- 
tion of a kottlei'ul of eimples is drunk by 
the sick man, and be gives up both work- 
ing and eating. If, however, at tho expi- 
ration of the time specified he is not cured, 
ho scolds his physician for an ignorant 
charlatan who cheats liiin out of his money 
and seeks another, with whom, ho makes 
a similar bargain, and with probably sim- 
ilar results.

They tTged to Be the Absolute Chiefs of 


the English Bar. 


Iii days long gone by the judges and] 


serge ints appear always to have goae td 
Westminster hall on horseback, with a ret- 
inue of men in livery. And in the ad- 
dresses Io the sergeants on their call, advica 
was givtn them as to the number of 
horses thfc.y should keep when riding tha 
circuit. 
'L ho judges up to the middle ot 


the sixteenth century seem usually to have 
gone on mules, like the old bishops and 
abbots. 
Porf.'cant; \Vhiddon, who was 


madoa judge of tho common pleas in 1533, 
is said to havo hoen tho first to introduce 
the custom of rioing on horseback instead 
of mule. It is said that iho cavalcade was 
sometimes very imposing, the lord chan- 
cellor and great officers of state, with tho 
judges and loaders of the bar and many o£ 
tho nobility, going on horseback in full 
slato. Such was -certainly the case when 
Bacon obtained tho great seal in 1617. 


The king's sergeants, selected from the 


general body, varied very much in num- 
ber. When the mnuoer exceeded three, a 
further distinction was conferred by con- 
stituting one or more of them the king's 
ancient or most ancieaife sergeants. 
The 


king's sergeants were in every way the • 
chiefs of the bar and always took preced- 
ence of tho attorney general and every 
one else as tho king's counsel in the law 
and chief law officers. 
The offices of at- 


torneyiund solicitor general are modern 
substitutes for that of the king's sergeant. 
In 1023 an order in council placed the at- 
torney «'<nd solicitor general before all tho 
king's sergeants except the "two anciemv 
est," and so the seniority remained until 
1811, when by an ordor in council the at- 
torney and .solicitor general were perma- 
nently placed over all the sergeants. 


The difference between a queen's oonn- 


sel and a .sergeant is this—tho former is 
created by patent and tho latter by wrib 
under the great seal. As to rank there ia 
no difference whatever between a sergeant! 
who ha.s uliurined .-v patent; of precedence 
and a queen's counsel, but with regard to 
sergeants who ha\o no jmtont; it is other- 
wise.—QcutK'iunn's ^Magazine.

In 1877 he removed to Aliens 
town, where he had served on the 
school committee and as selectman.
